Viet Nam War’s 
ground rules puzzle 


Melrose paraplegic vet 


To get withit, Carlton Follette, 
28, feels that if he ever returned 
to combat in Viet Nam, he’d 
like to be in the infantry. 

Now paralyzed from the mid- 
section of his body down, the 
disabled veteran feels that the in- 
fantryman has a better grasp of 
real issues of warfare. 

He may feel a sense of de~ 
privation. Carlton never had a 
chance to fire a shot and his 
“cwar injury’’ came in the night 
-- when he was virtually defense- 
less, asleep under his mosquito 
netting and in a tent. 

“There must have been a spy 
in our camp,’”’ he recalls, ‘“be- 
cause for more than a month, 
one or two rounds of mortar 
fire would land in our encamp- 
ment near Mytho. 

«They never hit anything. They 
seemed to know where to fire.”’ 

«Then this night I got it, the 
mortar shell landed about 6 feet 
from my tent. Someone yelled 
‘mortar’ and I sat up. The piece 
of shrapnel caught me in the back 
as the mortar shell exploded. 

“T didn’t feel a thing in my legs. 
I had the impression that I had 
been blown about 40 feet in the 
air, and it felt as though some 
child had slapped my face. 

“When I tried to swing my legs 
out of my mosquito netting, I real- 
ized that [ had been hit, andI yel- 
led it out. The medics came for 
me.”

While Carlton talks, he occa- 
sionally raises his body up from 
the wheel chair on which he sits 


for endless hours -- all of his. 
waking hours. 


“T have to keep the circulation 
up, and I have to work at stay- 
ing as healthy as [possibly can,”’ 
he explains. 

The farm home in Melrose 
township where he was born, and 
where his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Murray Follette have raised 12 
children, has undergone a trans- 
formation since Carlton came 
home last March after being hos- 
pitalized since Aug. 25th, 1968, 
the night the mortar fragment 
caught him. 

There is a long sloping ramp 
that leads from a glass door. 
It enables the paraplegic to go in 
and out of the house under arm- 
power. 

‘It?s quite a challenge, this 
condition I’m in. The doctors 
say that if I keep up my health, 
I have a 50-50-chance of beating 
this paralysis, but it will be a 
couple of years yet, before they 
can determine whether or not I 
can make it. 

‘I have to watch my diet, andI 
have to guard my health. It’s 
my only. chance.” 

After graduating from Boyne 
City high school in 1964, Carlton 
Follette worked 6 months for a 
Milwaukee trucking firm, before 
enlisting with the Army Engin-

eers. 

He was with the 20th Brigade, 
24th Group, 9th Division driving 
truck when he-was*wounded:. His 
outfit had been stockpiling gravel, 
preparatory to a road construc- 
tion project which the Brigade 
was about. to undertake when he 
was wounded. 

Nowadays he whiles away long 
hours learning to play the guitar; 
his brother Allan knows many 
chords, and he tries to figure 
out the chord progressions from 
one of the learn-yourself books, 
but that’s slow going. 

«‘And Inever was much on sing- 
ing,’’ he explains. 

The television in the Follette 
living room is rarely turned on. 
Carlton dislikes regular TV pro- 
gramming but watches intently 
for the news programs and docu- 
mentaries. ° 
AS soon as papers are filled out, 
he’s going to be driving a new 
Chevrolet Capri. It’s at Sinclair 
Chevrolet: Sales in Boyne now, 
and its equipped with handbrakes. 

Carlton tells you that he’s look-

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Murder charge dropped | 


Charlevoix - District Judge 


‘Richard Smith, ruled justifiable 


homicide Monday, in the case of 
Mrs. Lanny Hott, 26, East Jor- 
dan, arraigned last week ona first 
degree murder charge. After 
rendering his decision, Judge 
Smith ordered Mrs. Hott dis- 
charged and cancelled her bond. 

Mrs. Hott was arraigned last 
week in District Court for the 
murder of her husband, Lanny 
Hott of East Jordan. At that 
time, Judge Smith stated he would 
take the case under advisement 
and render an opinion within 10 
days. Smith’s last week’s de- 
cision was made after Defense 
Attorney Clare Gillette, at the 
outset of the hearing, identified 
the .22 caliber weapon used in the 
fatal shooting, as the weapon and 
told the court Mrs. Hott had 
used it in self-defense. 

At that arraignment, witnesses 
from the Charlevoix Hospital 
staff testified that. Mrs. Hott’s 
body bore evidence of bruises; 
the Hott children had also been 
beaten; and that blood tests dis- 
closed that Lanny Hott, 28, a 
pipe covering specialist, had a 
high alcoholic body content at 
the time of his death, the even- 
ing of August 29th. 

An official transcript of the 
District Court trial, dated Mon- 
day, September 14th, reads. . .

On August 29, 1969, Joyce Ann 
Hott shot and killed her husband 
Lanny with a.22 caliber Win- 
chester rifle at their home in 
South Arm Township, Charle- 
voix County, Michigan. Lanny 
was 673” in height, weighed 235 
pounds and had been discharged 
from the Navy in 1960 by reason 
of ‘‘unsuitability--schizoid per- 
sonality”. At the time of his 
death he was legally in a drun- 
ken condition, postmortem exam- 
ination having shown a.25% blood 
alcohol level. 

On the evening of his death, 
Lanny arrived home at about 11 
p.m. He proceeded in the short 
time before his death to choke 
his wife almost to the point of 
unconsciousness with his hands, 
to choke her with his thumbs and 
an iron poker, to slug her in the 
jaw, to bite her in the shoul- 
der, to attempt to bite her face, 
and to punch her in the stomach. 
While sitting on her, he said, 
‘take three deep breaths, they'll 
be your last.”’ He also told her, 
“Ym getting rid of my respon- 
sibilities.’’ The three children 
of the couple, ages 6, 5, and 11 
months were spared no abuse. 
One daughter was repeatedly 
struck on the head with the iron 
All were beaten violent- 


ly.

and screamed, ‘Let the girls 
alone’. Lanny began to advance 
on defendant. She shot him. 
In her formal statement the next 
day she said, “I knew if I didn’t 
stop him, he’d stop me.” 

It is clearly apparent that this 
was no ordinary domestic quar- 
rel but a series of sustained, 
wanton, brutal and violent at- 
tacks committed in a savage, 
insane alcoholic frenzy upon de- 
fendant and her small defense- 
less children. After the shooting, 
He defendant, “Rot a her

husband was dead, hurriedly ga- 
thered up her children and re- 
treated to the home of her hus- 
band’s grandmother, hysterically 
fearing that her husband would 
give chase with another gun. De- 
fendant herself reported the 
shooting to the police and on at 
least two occasions directly 
afterwards voluntarily told sub- 
stantially the same story as she 
later testified to in Court. De- 
fendant did not know Lanny was 
dead until informed by a deputy 


sheriff 
evening. 

While it in no way pertains to 
the Court’s decision, it is nota- 
ble that the parents of the victim 
obtained counsel for defendant 
and posted her bond. 

From the facts presented on 
examination, this Court is obli- 
gated to determine whether or not 
a crime was committed and whe- 


te 


some time later that 


ther or not there is probable 
cause to believe that defendant 
committed it. 

Inasmuch as defendant admits 
to the commission of homicide, 
the only question before the Court 
is whether or not this homicide 
is a crime. 

Homicide is the killing of one 
human being by another. Homi- 
cide does not in and of itself 
constitute a criminal offense as 
it is not the act which deter- 
mines the character of the of- 
fense but the state of mind with 
which the act is committed. 

Depending on the circum- 
stances, homicide may be mur- 
der, manslaughter or justifiable 
homicide and therefore entirely 
innocent. 

In the instant case, the burden 
is on this Court to make the 
selection.

Keller, revealed warm tempera- 
tures at depths that coho like to 
travel in. 

According to Keller, last Sun- 
day’s regatta netted a small 
steelhead and a few lake trout. 
Fishermen were fishing at vary- 
ing depths with different types 
of hardware. 

A strong wind, which came up 
before noon, forced a number of 
boats back to Charlevoix. Rain, 
later in the afternoon, sent the 
remaining boats scurrying for 
cover. Keller said that it was 
then impossible to get a com- 
plete report on the success of the 
regatta.

from his wheel chair on the ramp. 
However, you gather that Cariton 
wouldn’t feel that that was sport. 

Some of his happiest moments 
are when relatives and friends 
stop by for “just visiting.’’ 

He bares no rancor toward the 
United States for sending him off 
to a war, thousands of miles 
across barren oceans. ‘‘I learned 
a thing about war. It’s better 
to wage a war on someone else’s 
soil, than it would be in our 
own backyard. 

“Some things still puzzle me 
about the war in Viet Nam, now- 
ever. 

“There were times when we 
were. allowed to fire back, and 
times when we were ordered not 
to shoot and not to kill anyone. 
-I never could undersand the sense 
in that. Or why we fight the 
war according to the rules laid 
down by the South Vietnamese. 
We should fight it our way. 

“This is the longest war in 
the. smallest country that the U- 
nited States ever fought a war in, 
and we can’t win it. 

We conquered the Japanese in 
less time; we were only in Korea 
about 3 years. 

“Tf ‘they’ would go in and let 
us fight, we could get the war 
over, I feel. 

«Sometimes, over there, it 
would be peaceful and quiet, and 
all of a sudden our artillery would

Twin Valley High School prin- 
cipals Robert Korn, Boyne City, 
and Keith Annear, East Jordan, 
have released the following dress 
code for the upcoming 1969- 


° 1970 school year. 


Your impression upon others 
and their impression of the entire 
school is influenced by how you 
look and act when you are iden- 
tified with your school. You are 
identified with your school when- 
ever you are in school or re- 
present the school anywhere asa 
member of a team, group, or 
delegation of any kind. 

The following are intended to 
serve as guidelines to the stu- 
dents of Twin Valley High 
Schools: 

Boys (1) will wear clean slacks 
or jeans: (2) will wear shirts 
unbuttoned no. lower than second 
button down, and shirts with tails 
not square across the bottom 
are to be tucked in: (3) Sweat- 
shirts without sleeves are not 
to be worn. T-shirts are also 
not acceptable. 

Girls - Skirts, pant-skirts, 
pant- dresses, blouses and sweat- 
ers are approved. Blouses not 
square cut should be tucked in. 
Skirts and dresses shall be stan- 


dard style and length. 

Hair styles - No extremes in 
hair styles and hair dyes will 
be approved. Boy’s hair shall 
be taper-trimmed on sides and 
back of head. Length at back 
of head shall be at or above shirt 
collar.

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Judge drops charge 


The defenses raised herein on 
examination, namely, self de- 
fense and defense of others, are 
defenses which, if established, 
constitute justifiable (and there- 
fore, non-criminal) homicide. 

Moreover, the burden is onthe 
People to prove that the killing 
was not done in self-defense or 
in defense of others. 

People v. Cathey, 220 Mich. 628, 
People v. Asbury, 257 Mich. 297. 

The. principles of law relative 
to destroying life in self-defense 
or in defense of others have 
been laid down as follows: 

(See Patten v. People, 18 Mich. 
314) 

1. The slayer must not be the 
agressor and there must be no 
fault on his part. 

2. There must have existed 
at the time of the fatal blow 
in the slayer’s mind, a present 
and impending necessity to do 
something to save himself or 
another from death or great bod- 
ily harm.

3. There must have been no 
avenue of retreat to a place of 
safety open to the slayer or the 
person he was seeking toprotect. 

The evidence before the Court 
indicates that defendant was not 
the aggressor, was in a position 
of fear and had no reasonable 
avenue of retreat. More impor- 
tantly, the prosecution (through 
no fault of its own whatosever) 
was unable to establish that de- 
fendant was not acting in self- 
defense. or defense of others and 
thus could not sustain its burden 
of proof in that regard. 


It is therefore the finding of 
this Court that insufficient. evi- 
dence has been produced to esta- 
blish the corpus delecti includ- 
ing the negation of self-defense 
or defense of others. This hav- 
ing been a preliminary examina- 
tion, the People are not fore- 
closed or precluded from reopen- 
ing the case if further evidence 
tending to negate the defense of 


excusable homicide is abveloped 
at a later date. 

‘Human life is not to be light- 
ly disregarded and the law will 
not permit it to be destroyed 
unless upon urgent occasion. But 
the rules which make it excusable 
or justifiable to destroy it under 
some circumstances are really 
meant to insure its general pro- 
tection.”? Pond v. People, 8 Mich. 
150. 


The rules of justifiable or 
excusable homicide are designed 
to prevent reckless and wicked 
persons from assailing innocent 
victims by exposing them to the 
danger of fatal resistance at the 
hands of those they wantonly at- 
tack and put in fear of great 
bodily harm or death,

CONSUMERS RIGHTS 


How has the grape boycott on the West Coast 
affected the American honsewife? By beeping 
grapes out of the grocery store it has deprived her 
of an opportunity to make her own choice when she 
goes shopping. It has also per mitted a secondary boy- 
cott to sneak in the back door as a labor weapon. 

Secondary boycotts are outlawed under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act, but the union which 
is attempting to organize the California grape pick- 
ers is pushing the boycott because farm workers 

“are not’ cover ed by the act. 

“The overall danger ‘is ‘that if. secondary boycotts 
ean be used to force Compulsory unionism among 
grape pickers, then this same weapon eventually 
could involve any farm product that reaches the 
American table. 

Richard Ralphs, board chairman of the National 
Association of Food Chains, said, “Recently the 
number of products or companies that many of us 
have been asked to make economic reprisals against 
as third parties has reached almost epidemic pro- 
portions. And far too often the request that we par- 
ticipate has been accompanied by threats of violence 
and coercion of one form or another if we do not... 

“We think the real question is not ‘Who is right 
and who is wrong?’ It is instead, ‘Is it in the public 
interest to force the supermarket industry to sit in 
judgment on economic disputes of this kind?’ 

“We have come to the conclusion that it is not 
in the public interest that we become judge and 
jury in the ‘product boycott-of-the-month club!” 

The American housewife, as well as the farmer 
will undoubtedly agree.

They were also 
peddlers of gloom, since they 
could convince the farmer that 
if he did not buy lightning pro- 
tection, the very next storm would

Thus, only a very small num- 
ber of local requests probably 
will meet the DNR’s criteria 
and high planning standards and 
qualify for the first list of pro- 
jects to be submitted in October 
for review by the State Legis- 
lature. 

Glenn C. Gregg, the DNR’s 
Deputy Director of Recreation, 
explains the situation: 

“This is only the first round 
of applications and already it is 
crystal clear that local needs for 
recreation funds far outmatch 
the bond money set aside for 
grassroots projects. That 
means, of course, we will have 
to be very selective in our 
screening at the onset and only 
approve top priority projects.’’ 

Gregg adds that his Department 
doesn’t want to get caught in the 
bind of endorsing projects now 
which would have a low priority 
rating when stacked up against 
those to be submitted later. 

‘He reports that December 2 
is the next deadline for the se- 
cond wave of local applications 


initially screened by DNR to 
select qualified projects. Those 
making the second list will be 
submitted for legislative re- 
view in January under a check- 
and-balance procedure spel- 
led out by law covering the re- 
creation bond program. 

Local units of government 
whose first applications are de- 
ferred because of incomplete 
planning documentation will be 
able to bring their requests up 
to standard and re~submit them to 
the DNR for the second go-around 
of screening in December.
